•plotters aBiiinsl -the .lives of the presi- 
dent or the rulers of .foreign natlonii 
and -alt other person* qjipoBtil to or- 
ganized government, or who attempt 
to teach doctrines, will receive swift 
punishment under tbe provisions of 
the bill to protect the president, whlcn 
•was agreed to by the senate- .end 
house conferees. The senate conferees 
accepted the house amendment anil 
the bill as agreed to was adopted by 
the latter body. It provides the d-ath 
penalty for anyone who shall willfully 
or maliciously 1:111 the president ot 
vice president or 
any officer upon 


whom the duties of president may do- 
TOVC under the constitution: also for 
the willful killing of any officer of the 
government In line of succession ta 
the presidency, or any ambassador or 
minister accredited 
to the 
United 


States. An attempt to murder the ot 
fie! a Is named Is made punishable by 
death or Imprisonment for nut less 
than ten years. 


Is Far Reaching. 


Anyone who aids, advises or abets 


the killing of either of the official* 
named, or ot a foreign fovtrclpn. shall 
be deemed a principal offender, and 
anyone who aids 'one guilty of the of- 
fenses described In Iho bill shall bo 
punished as a principal. 


The bill also provides that anyone 


•within the United State* who teaches 
the duty or necessity of the unlawful 
killing of one or more of the officers 
of the'government or of the govern- 
ment of any civilized nation, shall be
